It  includes  more  than  1  5,000  descriptions  of  brochures,  directories,  manuals,  books,  posters,  reports, 
studies,  teaching  guides,  sound  recordings,  videotapes,  and  other  prevention  materials.  It  includes 
materials  for  a  variety  of  audiences  as  well  as  items  that  focus  on  different  aspects  of  HIV  infection. 

The  information  in  this  database  search  is  organized  by  format;  e.g.  brochures,  posters,  and 
videorecordings.  Within  each  format  type,  the  entries  are  sorted  by  year,  with  the  most  recent  items 
listed  first,  and  then  alphabetically  by  title.

While  statistics 
from  the  Centers  from  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  indicate  that  few  lesbians 
contract  HIV,  the  chapter  warns  that  they  need  to  be  aware  of  modes  of  HIV 
transmission  and  how  they  could  potentially  affect  the  lesbian  community.  It 
recommends  safer  sexual  conduct,  including  use  of  condoms  or  spermicides,  and 
dental  dams,  and  not  sharing  sex  toys.

They  indicate  a  shortage  of  data  on  this  issue,  a  lack  of  drug  programs  targeted  to 
lesbians,  and  a  bias  against  them  in  many  existing  programs.  One  section  of  the 
packet  highlights  health  issues  related  to  HIV  in  women,  including  human  papilloma 
virus  (HPV),  cervical  cancer,  and  under  representation  in  clinical  trials.  The  final 
section  explores  lesbian  sexuality  and  sex  practices.  Several  articles  in  the  packet 
examine  concerns  about  HIV  specifically  from  the  viewpoint  of  African  American 
lesbians  or  bisexual  women.  Some  of  the  articles  are  followed  by  a  Spanish 
version.  The  packet  concludes  with  an  extensive  bibliography  on  lesbians  and 
AIDS.

This  is  a  recording  of  a  conference  seminar  discussing  woman-to-woman 
transmission  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs),  and  exploding  the  myth  that 
lesbians  are  not  at  risk  for  STDs,  including  HIV.  The  speaker,  a  lesbian-sensitive 
gynecologist,  presents  the  results  of  a  survey  that  indicate  that  all  STDs  can  be 
found  in  the  lesbian  population,  including  human  papilloma  virus  (HPV),  herpes, 
and  chlamydia.

Chlamydia  resides 
deep  in  the  vagina,  near  the  cervix.  Cases  of  chlamydia  indicate  that  transmission 
is  occurring  through  hand/vaginal  routes,  or  through  the  use  of  sex  toys.  The 
speaker  examines  yeast  infections  in  detail,  informing  her  audience  that  Candida 
normally  resides  in  the  human  intestine,  and  can  be  transmitted  through 
anal/oral/genital  contact.  Lesbians  are  also  at  great  risk  for  cervical  cancer  if  they 
do  not  receive  routine  PAP  tests,  and  many  cases  of  cervical  cancer  in  lesbians 
can  be  traced  to  sexual  abuse  they  experienced  during  childhood.  The  speaker 
emphasizes  that  health  care  professionals  must  be  sensitive  to  STDs  in  lesbians, 
and  they  must  ask  the  right  questions  to  obtain  a  detailed  sexual  history.  Sexual 
behaviors  are  varied  and  can  be  described  in  many  different  ways,  and  it  is 
important  to  tailor  the  message  to  the  audience.

This  special  issue  of  a  journal  discusses  HIV/AIDS  issues  relating  to  women.  The 
first  article  explores  the  identity  politics  of  biomedical  research,  citing  the  lack  of 
medical  knowledge  about  the  female  body  and  the  exclusion  of  women  from 
research  and  clinical  trials.  A  follow-up  article  argues  that  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration's  1993  directive  mandating  that  women  be  included  in  clinical  trials 
falls  short  of  ensuring  that  women  will  be  participants  in  most  trials.  Another 
article  promotes  a  harm  reduction  model  in  sexual  and  reproductive  counseling  for 
HIV-positive  clients.  In  harm  reduction,  the  health  provider  sets  aside  all  judgments 
in  order  to  meet  clients  at  their  own  level  regarding  a  problem,  assumes  clients 
have  logical  reasons  for  their  goals,  assists  them  with  technical  information,  and 
strives  to  limit  the  amount  of  harm  that  may  occur  in  the  attainment  of  the  goals. 
One  author  points  out  obstacles  to  research  concerning  women  who  engage  in 
sexual  behaviors  with  other  women.  She  argues  that  such  research  is  urgently 
needed  due  to  high  rates  of  HIV  in  this  population,  and  faults  lesbian 
disenfranchisement  and  avoidance  of  the  issue  by  researchers,  journals,  and 
institutions.  A  fact  sheet  presents  information  on  latex  condoms,  including  the 
female  condom.  The  report  concludes  with  an  annotated  bibliography  of  HIV/AIDS 
resources.
